Lakritz's objectives include spreading education, 
awareness and preventative recommendations on 
the endemic. She believes providing a common-sense 
refresher to the public on Lyme disease is crucial to her 
efforts. 

Her list includes such early signs and symptoms 
as "bulls eye rash'' (erythema migrans), occurring in 80 
percent of cases, a red ring-like or expanding rash from 
the center of a tick bite outward, which is not always 
circular; fever, muscle aches, headaches, swollen lymph 
glands, fatigue, mild neck stiffness, facial paralysis, chills 
and joint pain.

apparent until weeks or years after initial infection/' 
Lakritz explained, and can include arthritis (commonly 
large joints such as knees and shoulders); joint swelling 
and pain that may be recurrent; severe fatigue and 
malaise; nerve pain, including numbness and tingling, 
peripheral weakness and Bell's Palsy; as well as 
meningitis and cardiac problems. 

Lakritz advised residents to keep their grass and 
plants around stone walls cut short, remove leaf litter and 
brush, prune low-lying bushes to let in more sunshine, 
and keep woodpiles and bird feeders off of the ground 
and away from the home. 

She also suggested using a three-foot-wide 
woodchip, mulch or gravel barrier where the lawn meets 
the woods, reminding children to not cross the barrier. In 
addition, she cautioned against plants that attract deer, 
and to utilize deer fencing and pest control. 

When it comes to personal prevention, Lakritz 
stressed vigilance in checking oneself for ticks daily, 
especially between the toes, the backs of knees, groin, 
armpits, neck, along the hairline, and behind the ears; 
checking children and pets; sticking to main pathways 
and trails when hiking; wearing long-sleeved, light- 
colored shirts and pants tucked into socks; and using 
repellents containing DEBT 30 percent, which is 
considered safe for children and adults. 

"I would like the public to know the importance 
of identifying and confirming the presence of Lyme

Steve Gonsalves, co-owner of Eden's, suggests 
Skip Cherry Laurel, a type of flowering bush that grows 
as much as 2 feet per season. These magnificent bushes 
make a lovely natural screen for borders or privacy. 
A member of the cherry, or prunus, genus, this is an 
evergreen variety originally from southeastern Europe 
and Asia Minor. It produces flower spikes in April 
and May known as "racemes,'' and is well-loved for 
its endurance and deer resistivity. Gonsalves also uses 
Russian sage, vinca vines, boxwoods and Chinese ginger 
in garden designs. 

Tim Ramey of Horticultural Creations shared 
with me that arborvitae, roses and rhododendron are 
all favorite snacks for our deer neighbors. He selects 
mountain laurel, Japanese Andromeda (pieris) and 
leucothoe for local landscapes. 

Both gardening experts caution, however, that in 
a very difficult winter season, if feed is hard to come by, 
deer-resistant plants may suffer some damage. 

A visit to www.masshort.org will give you 
access to a world of knowledge on the subject of plants 
that resist the hungry temptation of deer. Their hotline 
number is: 617-933-4929. Or, you can go to www.mass.gov 
and click on Energy and Environmental Affairs, which 
contains useful information to help you in your quest. But 
probably the final word on the subject of deer-resistant 
plants can be found at www.rutgers.edu/ deerresistance, 
where an A-to-Z list is waiting for you. Armed with all 
of this data, youTl be ready to build gardens that can 
withstand Bambi's advancing troops. 

If you are planning a vegetable garden, youTl 
have to provide the ultimate in deer protection, a 6-foot or 
taller fence. There is simply no way to ensure your lettuce, 
peas, kale and broccoli won't serve the nutritional needs 
of the deer if left unguarded. 

For those of us who have shade garden spaces 
loaded with tasty hosta and day lilies to die for, we'll need 
to resort to spraying these specimens with deer repellants. 
There are many varieties available, and they all smell 
equally repugnant. The more expensive brands work, as 
well as some lower cost solutions, so shop around until

No Upsets in Low-Turnout Rochester Election

On a day that Town Clerk Naida Parker described 
as 'Very slow," Rochester voters sent Bradford Morse 
back to the Board of Selectmen in a close Annual Election. 

Morse, who will serve a fourth term, edged 
out challenger Michael Murphy 232 votes to 206 on 
Wednesday, April 10. He attributed the victory to voters' 
appreciation of his "fiscal responsibility," as well as 
his leading role in "maintaining staff and services" in 
Rochester. 

"I was hoping," Morse said of the election, "that 
more of the residents would be involved." 

Parker pointed out that turnout barely cleared 
10 percent, as 445 voters cast their ballots from an 
electorate of 4,052. She cited few contested races as a

possible depressor, while other officials suggested that 
the campaigns for the Commonwealth's April 30 special 
primary election for U.S. Senate have led to fatigue.

DiMaggio was not on the ballot because he did 
not file on time, Parker said. Bendrix Bailey was re-elected 
for a five-year term, as well. Robert Francis earned a 
three-year seat with 365 votes in an uncontested race.

Solar Hearing a See Saw of Opinions 

Marion Planning Board- 
By Shawn Badgley 
With Jennifer Francis sitting squarely between the 
Planning Board and dozens of Marion residents for the 
duration of the proceedings, Tuesday's public hearing on 
Marion's proposed solar bylaw crackled with an energy of 
its own. 

The bylaw - which formalizes the process for 
installing residential solar arrays in Marion, while also 
recommending a Municipal Solar Overlay District - is 
currently slated for a vote at the May 13 Town Meeting 
after the Board of Selectmen signed off on the warrant 
in March. But its fate is in question amid a prolonged 
disagreement between the Planning Board and the Energy 
Management Committee on language, provisions and 
protocols. 

Tensions between the boards continued on 
Tuesday, while community input appeared to steer 
members toward compromise by meeting's end. The 
public hearing was the first of a scheduled three this 
week.

capacity in our state, and that's something to be proud 
of/' Francis said while making a 10-minute opening 
presentation. "This bylaw is designed to protect Marion's 
character, provide oversight and offer guidelines for solar 
energy collection." 

Francis cited Massachusetts General Law 
40A - which prohibits municipalities from disallowing 
residential solar installations unless they threaten the 
"public health, safety or welfare" - in arguing that Marion 
needs a bylaw without "onerous demands." She said that 
residents currently interpret the absence of a bylaw to 
mean that they may not install arrays, which is not the 
case. 

"If this bylaw had been in place, we probably 
would not be in this situation," said Francis, invoking 
an ongoing lawsuit against the town involving a denied 
residential solar installation. 

The proposed bylaw outlines prerequisites for 
solar installation in Marion that include one acre of land, 
a limit of 120 percent of current energy use eligible for 
collection, 600-square-foot- and 900-square-foot limits on 
arrays depending on system type, a 35-foot setback and 
screening. 

But the Planning Board made clear that those 
prerequisites are not enough. 

Member Ted North, the Board's staunchest 
opponent of the bylaw, expressed skepticism with the 
state's jurisdiction, rattling off 14 towns in Massachusetts 
- several nearby, including Bourne and Dartmouth - 
where residential solar installations have been disallowed, 
or are allowed only in overlay districts or with special 
permits. 

"That doesn't mean," Francis responded, "they 
won't face litigation in the future." 

Chairman Jay Ryder insisted on stricter controls

Various Planning Board members said that 
neighboring property devaluation with potentially 
unsightly arrays - even with a screening requirement - is 
their primary concern. 

Residents Jerry "Rico" Ferrari, who is running for 
an open Planning Board seat in the May 17 election, and 
Jan Keeler agreed. 

"Will I have any say?" Ferrari asked. "Does it take 
away my right to comment? I don't want to give up my 
right. There are too many rights being given up today/'

Scurvey in Guinea Pigs 

My guinea pig is eating less and cries when he walks. My 
friend said he has a Vitamin C deficiency.

Your guinea 
pig's signs are consistent with this nutritional disorder. 

How can I prevent my guinea pig from developing scurvy? 

1. Purchase small bags of pellets. Vitamin C only lasts 
in pellets for 3 months from the time that it is manufac- 
tured. 

2. Supplement his diet with vegetables that are rich in 
Vitamin C such as peppers, kale and dandelion leaves. 

3. Supplement his diet with Vitamin C drops that are 
made for children. 50 mg per day is safe.

"They're not going to gather more sun down 
there/' said Keeler, pointing to the floor. "Why would 
anyone want to look at them?" 

Francis pointed out that residents living on lots 
smaller than one acre would have to apply for a special 
permit, while some roofs are not facing a direction 
allowing for sufficient solar collection. 

Former Marion Planning Board member Margie 
Baldwin said she supports the solar bylaw. 

"I don't know if my neighbor likes looking at my 
swimming pool, but it's there," she said. "It's time for 
Marion to move ahead on alternative energy. I know it's 
not perfect, but nothing's perfect. You're picking at very 
small points here."

Marion resident Kathy Reed said the parties 
should proceed with caution. 

"I think both the Planning Board and the Energy 
Management Committee want to see a bylaw/' she said. 
"But this is an issue of taking power of decision from 
the Planning Board. Fm not saying no, I just have a big 
concern that my interests be protected by people I voted 
to elect.'' 

Ryder said that the Board is exercising due 
diligence, while the EMC is moving too quickly. 

"This procedure takes longer than the EMC 
is giving it," he said, at one point suggesting that 
presentation at a fall Town Meeting would be more 
appropriate. "I feel very strongly that you need that time 
and we need that time." 

EMC member Norm Hills disagreed. 

"We've been at this for 11 months, and nine 
months have been in conjunction with you guys," he said. 

Reprising a confrontation from an April 1 
meeting, Ryder snapped back at Hills. 

"Don't go there. Norm," he said. "The EMC went 
off on their own and developed this bylaw. We had an 
agreement that we would develop this bylaw together, 
and that didn't happen." 

Given the split opinion in the Town House 
Conference Room - even Beaumont Solar President and

The response was favorable, and the public hearing will 
continue on Wednesday at 7:00 pm.

Marion Town Hall Renovation Discussed 

Marion Board oj Selectmen 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A moment of silence for those injured in the 
Boston Marathon explosions opened the Marion Board 
of Selectmen's meeting on Tuesday evening. Chairman 
Steve Gushing prompted the moment, where all stood. 

The Town House Advisory Committee, led by 
Chairman Jay Ryder, addressed the Board. Without a 
written proposal, Ryder and the Committee discussed 
their findings. 

Three recommendations were proposed. The 
first was a complete renovation of the Town House to 
bring it up to current standards. The second finding 
was to demolish the 1894 portion of the building and 
rebuild with a more efficient addition. The third option 
was a new Town House, to be built at a location not yet 
determined. 

The Committee noted that it would cost less to 
renovate than to rebuild.

"We are looking at one building, when there are 
over 42 structures in town ... from a gazebo to the police 
station,'' said Selectman Dicker son. 

When the discussion centered on the demolition 
of the Town House, Selectman John Henry objected. 

'Tt would be an insult to Elizabeth Taber, who 
gave this building to Tabor Academy and eventually

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'This will be a significant upgrade and 
redevelopment/' he said, adding that the elimination 
of windblown litter, odor, and dust with a complete 
enclosure will mean a ''net benefit for the environment." 
The facility will adhere to the 100-foot buffer zone from 
surrounding wetlands. 

Green Seal engineer Gary James said that the 
structure itself will bring with it increased impervious 
cover, but that the design will include multiple features to 
address runoff and storm water collection. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon and 
Commission member Kevin Cassidy questioned James 
on those measures, and the Commission ultimately told 
the developers to add enhanced erosion controls and 
storm water collection measures to the plans. In addition, 
the Commission will require a dewatering plan upon 
construction, in case builders come upon groundwater. 

Farinon assured members that a "thorough 
review of wetland delineation was done in the field, 
and everything was seen to be in order." But she also 
recommended that the Commission hire a peer-review 
consultant given the complexity of the project, and the 
Commission voted to hire Nover- Armstrong Associates 
Inc. of Carver, acknowledging that James had worked 
with the firm in the past but that there would be no "legal 
conflict." 

Covanta SEMASS representative engineer Dan 
Peters was on hand to comment that the company had 
concerns about the potential impact of odors from the 
proposed facility on residents of the Colby Drive area of 
Middleboro, but that "it sounds like Green Seal is taking 
pretty good environmental controls with a sound plan." 

The Commission voted unanimously to continue 
the proceedings until their scheduled May 7 meeting, 
by which point Green Seal's revised plans will have 
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navigated the Rochester Planning Board. 

In other news, construction on the Alaskan 
steeppass fishway at the Hathaway Pond Dam is 
encountering more difficulties and delays, with Saturday, 
April 20, approved by the Conservation Committee as the 
latest - and reportedly last - extension. 

Chair Rosemary Smith reminded residents of the 
Town Clean-Up taking place on Saturday in conjunction 
with the Women's Club to celebrate Earth Day.

Bay Watch Work Bond Passes 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

With a short agenda long on discussion, the 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals on Thursday night 
approved a $2 million performance guarantee for Bay 
Watch Realty's 40B affordable housing project - finally 
set to break ground this summer - and heard a variance 
request from Sean and Lisa Sweeney of 307 Converse 
Road. 

Ken Steen presented for the Board members' 
approval a $2 million construction bond for the decade- 
in-the-making Bay Watch multifamily development on 
Route 105. The bond is a pre-construction condition for 
work to begin in July after "monumental paperwork/' 
according to Steen.

Ryder and South Streets Discussed 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A presentation by CDM Smith, of Cambridge, 
was the focus of the Marion Conservation Commission's 
meeting on Wednesday evening. The Commission and 
the public heard details for the extensive work to be done 
on Ryder Lane and South Street under Phase 1 A of the 
Capital Improvements Plan, which includes drainage, 
lighting, drain pipes, sewer and roadway improvements. 

The Conservation Commission's involvement 
was to consider and potentially approve the storm 
water runoff plan for the roads, which eventually enters 
Sippican Harbor. 

Representatives from CDM Smith noted that 
the town was not in compliance with Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection's standards for 
the water quality from storm runoff into the harbor. 

The complex presentation included information 
on a new storm water filtering system to keep pollutants 
out of Sippican Harbor. The system would filter oils, 
solids, grease, nitrogen, bacteria, phosphorus, metals and 
other debris from entering the harbor. 

Shawn Syde, of CDM Smith, along with 
Magdalene Lotutedt, discussed the particulars of the flow 
of storm water through the two streets. The well-attended 
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meeting had various residents of both Ryder Lane and 
South Street asking questions regarding the complex and 
costly project. 

The South Street work would include new 
sidewalks, street lighting, driveway aprons, drain pipes 
and a storm septic system to collect and filter the oils, solids 
and other pollutants similar to the Ryder Street system, but 
on a smaller scale. 

According to Syde, a duck valve would be at the 
end of the pipe, which releases storm water into the harbor. 
The valve is open when the flow is toward the harbor, but 
closes at high tide or at storm level to prevent inflow into 
the system. 

If approved at town meeting in May, construction 
could begin as soon as August 2013. 

In other business, the Commission approved a 
Request for Determination of Applicability for Brian and 
Margaret Avila to construct a 12-foot by 22-foot garage in 
the area of the existing paved driveway at 651 Delano Rd. 

Greenwood Hartley III came before the commission 
for a Request for Determination of Applicability to remove 
invasive species and storm-damaged trees and branches at 
19 Quelle Lane. The Commission agreed but noted that no 
trees are to be cut down or the existing vegetation abutting 
the wetland area to be disturbed. 

The Commission discussed a Notice of Intent 
to demolish the existing dwelling and construct a new 
dwelling and driveway at 28 Front Street. Dave Davignon, 
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of Doug Schneider Associates, represented the applicant, 
Henning Gaissert. 

At issue is an isolated wetland present on the 
Gaissert property and the abutting property owned by the 
Danhauser family. Fred Danhauser spoke and wanted to 
learn more about the wetland and how the construction 
would affect his property and land owned by the town, 
which houses a pump station at the corner of Lewis Street 
and Front Street. 

Davignon said that roof runoff from the new 
home would be captured in a rectangular leaching field, 
with a berm between the abutter and the property to keep 
runoff from flowing onto the abutting properties. 

Last, but not least, the Commission discussed 
the management of the Spr ague's Cove storm water 
settling basins. The priority is the safety of those going 
to Silvershell Beach in the summer, with a sturdy fence 
keeping residents, especially children, from entering the 
lagoon area. Commissioner Sherman Briggs reported 
two quotes, one for $8,000 for a new split rail fence and 
the other for $12,000 for a heavy-duty chain link fence. 
Commissioner Steve Gonsalves said the Commission 
could explore options for lower quotes.

addressed by the Old Rochester Regional Joint School 
Committee on Wednesday, April 10. 

Superintendent Doug White explained the 
current status of the program. There are 75 slots presently 
between the junior and senior high schools. Since ORR 
hasn't been participating in school choice long enough 
for the number of incoming students to match the 
number of graduating students, it was decided that the 
District would continue in the program but not add any 
additional slots for the 2013-14 school year. When asked 
about the financial incentive of being in the program. 
White stated that the school receives $5,000 per student 
for a total of approximately $390,000 per year. With some 
students' of choice needing special services, the grant per 
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student wasn't always equable. But White said it wasn't 
a burden, either. He did share that the state is looking to 
increase the per student incentive. 

Another highlight of the meeting centered on 
Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos' report of new 
guidelines on issues relating to gender identification 
dysphoria. In a first of its kind conference that she 
had attended, she learned about anti-discrimination 
rules, as well as locker room and restroom concerns 
and considerations for student with gender dysphoria. 
Educators will need to become more sensitized to this 
population and their specific needs will need to be 
addressed. 

Frangos' report also included results of a survey 
taken by teachers on needs assessment for professional 
development. Of the 450 email addresses used to send 
out the five-question survey, her office received a total of 
36 responses, which she indicated was about average for 
statistical evaluation purposes. However, the Committee 
wondered what could be gleaned from the limited 
number of responses. She assured them that one could, 
at the very least, have a starting point to work from for 
reviewing the educators' professional growth needs. 

ORR High School Principal Michael Devoll next 
spoke at length about the Advanced Placement science 
needs facing the schools. He said that, increasingly, 
students are asking for AP science classes to help them 
compete for college placement. In the absence of more AP 
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classes, ORR graduates were at an extreme disadvantage. 
It was pointed out that the academic challenges innate 
in AP science programs demonstrated a student's ability 
to not only achieve high grades but a well-rounded 
personality able to integrate self-motivation with high 
personal goals and standards. Devoll said there was a 
need to increase the number of AP science classes at both 
the junior and senior high levels to meet the rigors of 
college placement applications. The Committee agreed 
and plans will move forward. 

State budgets were also discussed with White 
telling the Committee that the Legislature had been 
discussing deep education cuts requiring some difficult 
choices that White acknowledged could be confronted 
soon. Although the state may not move forward with 
such wounding funding cuts, he did tell the group to 
prepare for the worse. 

Before the members got down to the business of 
running the district, they were entertained by members 
of Destination Imagination. This after-school program 
draws from Tri-Town talent and is coached by Tina Rood 
of Rochester. 

After Rood set up what the group was about 
to experience from the students, the players sailed into 
their nonverbal performance.

To the Editor: 

Marion needs a solar bylaw that serves and 
protects both its businesses and its residents, while 
allowing access to the benefits of energy from the sun. 
At present, the town's zoning bylaws do not specifically 
address solar installations, leaving the Building Inspector 
and potential applicants without definitive guidance. 
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Massachusetts General Law 40A, however, permits solar 
installations in all zones, limiting a town's ability to 
regulate them except to protect the public's health, safety 
or welfare. We endorse the idea of the state's promotion 
of solar energy but believe that our town's bylaw should 
provide a few reasonable guidelines such as size limits, 
setbacks and screening requirements, particularly in 
residential zones, for the protection of abutters. Over the 
last year we have worked with the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board to draft two bylaws presented in Articles 
30 and 31 of the warrant that will be considered at the 
Town Meeting on May 13. 

The first of these two solar bylaws proposed 
by Marion's Energy Management Committee provides

a legal framework and design guidelines for all new 
solar installations in Marion. It includes three categories 
of solar installations, summarized as follows (see the 
warrant for complete language): 

Category #1: Roof-mounted Solar Systems. A 
number of these roof-mounted systems already exist in 
Marion and have been producing power for years. For 
new installations, a building permit is required, and the 
installation must meet building and electrical codes. 
Panels shall conform to existing roof contours and not 
extend more than 12 inches above surface of pitched 
roofs. On flat roofs in General Business Zoning Districts 
and Limited Industrial Districts, panels may be installed 
at angles up to 45 degrees from the horizontal. 
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Category #2: Ground-mounted Solar 
Photovoltaic (PV) or Thermal Systems with Collector 
Area of Less than 600 square feet or a Combined (PV 
and Thermal) Collector Area of Less than 900 square 
feet. A building permit is required, lot size must be at 
least one acre, and the system must have been reviewed 
and approved in Minor Site Plan Review. In Residential 
Zoning Districts, the solar PV system shall not be capable 
of producing more than 120 percent of the locus' annual 
electricity usage. (Note: a new solar array of 600 square 
feet can produce a little less than lOkW, which is enough 
electricity to supply a large three-bedroom home.) 

Category #3: Ground-mounted Solar Systems 
with a Collector Area Exceeding 600 square feet (900 
square feet combined). A building permit is required, 
installations are allowed in General Business, Marine 
Business, Limited Industrial, and the Municipal Solar 
Overlay Zoning Districts without Special Permit, and 
system must have been reviewed and approved in 
Major Site Plan Review. A Special Permit is required for 
installations in Residential Zoning Districts. 

In addition, the following Design Standards and 
Dimensional Requirements apply to all ground-mounted 
installations: 

1. Installations may not be lighted except as 
necessary for public safety. 

2. Outdoor signage is not allowed except for 
emergency contact information. 

3. All systems shall have setbacks of 35 feet and 
not exceed 10 feet in height. However, the Planning Board 
may permit a lesser setback or greater height to better suit 
existing conditions. 

4. Fencing or landscaping of reasonable height 
and density shall be provided to screen views of ground- 
mounted systems from neighboring residential properties. 

5. Large-scale clearing of forested areas for the 
purpose of constructing solar arrays is prohibited. 

Utility connections shall be in accordance with 
National Electrical Code and be placed underground if 
possible. 

The bylaw also requires a variety of safety and 
emergency plans, as well as funding to cover the removal 
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of Category #3 systems in the event of abandonment. 

Residents: you will be asked to vote on this 
bylaw at the Annual Town Meeting. To help you be better 
informed about this and other energy-related initiatives 
included on the warrant, watch for upcoming articles 
that will summarize their key features. Please take time 
to attend public hearings and come to Town Meeting 
prepared to cast your vote for solar energy in Marion.

The last letter discussed the ramifications of 
the stretch building code requirement for the Green 
Communities designation for Marion. A stretch building 
code can be voluntarily adopted by a majority vote 
of the Town Meeting. The purpose of a stretch code 
is to promote energy efficiency in Town construction 
projects by imposing stricter and more rigorous building 
standards. Adopting such a building code replaces 
personal decision-making on how green to build by 
governmental edict on how green you will build. Cost 
increases of three to six percent can be expected as the 
result of the stricter building standards. This not only 
impacts the cost to Town residents but also Town capital 
construction costs, including the cost of affordable 
housing.

Green building insurance endorsements may be required 
for some homeowner's policies. Insurance cost increase 
with a green premium. 

Marion will also be required to develop and 
implement a five-year 20 percent energy reduction plan. 
Energy reduction programs usually require capital 
spending. The Marion Energy Management Committee 
"EMC has done no comprehensive staff work to identify 
the areas of reduction and the capital and other costs 
required to implement the 20 percent reduction targets. 
Once again an EMC cost benefit analysis is lacking to 
justify Marion joining the Green Communities program. 

A vehicle management and purchase program 
needs to be implemented as one of the five Green 
Communities qualifying criteria. The Town is required to 
purchase fuel-efficient replacement vehicles. The Town 
would not be allowed to recycle the police cars now used 
as utilities vehicles as is the current practice. The Building 
Inspector, Department of Health, Assessor's office and 
DPW all use recycled police cars. This means the police 
department's fleet could not be recycled and would result 
in approximately $140,000 in additional fleet purchases 
costs in future years. 

Green Communities' administration costs are 
significant and would burden the Town's small staff. 
First, a baseline energy report needs to be completed. 
This becomes the baseline to measure the 20 percent 
energy reductions for the five-year cost reduction target 
and corresponding progress-reporting period. All the 
energy-use data for each and all Town facilities, vehicles 
and the school needs to be compiled including electricity, 
gasoline, fuel oil and propane. This data is then entered 
in to a Massachusetts Department of Energy "DOE" 
model that converts the usage to a single BTU platform 
for measurement. The DOE estimates a minimum of 
500 hours are required to complete this baseline repot. 
The Town's administrative cost for this work absent any 
grant availability can be expected to be approximately 
$25,000. Annual administrative reporting of the energy 
reduction achievement targets to the DOE for the five- 
year reporting period can reasonable expected to be 



approximately $35,000 or more in the aggregate. Any 
changes to Town facilities such as the Town House project 
must be submitted to the DOE for approval. Any grant 
money received would require incurring additional 
administrative expenses to hire a program manager to 
oversee any grant expenditures. 

Availability of Green Communities' grant 
money is predicated on the Town qualifying for the 
Green Communities' designation. The Town then 
submits qualifying projects to the State in a competitive 
competition with other qualified communities for grant 
money The total statewide grant pool is limited by 
statute to $10 million. Grant eligible projects are limited 
to specific Green Communities' criteria. Marion, because 
of its small size, will not have many grant qualifying 
projects. This means expected grant money will be rather 
limited with regard to the cost incurred to qualify for a 
Green Community designation. The EMC has made no 
attempt to quantify this cost burden and the grant award 
breakeven point, which may range from $300,000 to 
$500,000. Yet, the EMC's agenda is to push for material 
zoning changes to permit "as a matter of right zoning" 
with expedited permitting for commercial solar farms 
in Marion and push the adoption of a stretch building 
code in order to qualify for the Green Communities 
designation.

To the Editor: 

A common sense approach to the Marion sewage 
lagoons is needed. 

Selectman John Henry got it right when he said 
that it is a waste of time arguing whether the lagoons 
are leaking or not. The most sensible approach is to have 
CDM work on determining how to line the lagoons and 
what it will cost. We agree. 

The facts are simple. The lagoons were 
constructed in 1971 and are not lined. These lagoons 
originally served as the sole treatment of wastewater 
prior to the construction of the wastewater treatment 
facility but function now only to capture peak flows that 
the wastewater treatment facility cannot handle and are 
an outdated technology. The Town itself has been aware 
of, and concerned about, the possibility of the lagoons 
leaking for more than a decade. The Horsley Witten study, 
an initiative that our Board of Selectmen approved in 
January 2010 because of this concern, found high levels of 
nitrogen in the groundwater underneath the lagoons. 

The lagoons are leaking. Since groundwater

from beneath the lagoons flows underground to the bay, 
the polluted groundwater is traveling to and polluting 
Marion's waterways. We don't need CDM or any other 
engineering firm to conduct additional studies in order 
to tell us the exact amounts these unlined lagoons are 
leaking at specific times and where precisely the pollution 
is going. We could certainly spend many thousands 
of taxpayer dollars to determine just how much, how 
quickly and the exact paths that the pollution is taking 
as it makes its way through the groundwater table 
to Sippican Harbor, Aucoot Cove and Marion's other 
waterways. But to what end? Such additional details are 
both unnecessary and irrelevant to the issue at hand, 
and will serve to waste both precious time and resources 
because they ignore what has already been proven, 
as well as the inevitable. The lagoons are outdated, 
ineffective holding tanks and are leaking significant 
amounts of nitrogen into the groundwater and, therefore, 
must be fixed. 

Resources, instead, should be focused on the best 
way to line the leaking lagoons. This is common sense.

Last month we sent a letter, together with several 
other Marion property owners, to the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency urging them to direct 
the Town to fix the lagoon system. As Marion taxpayers, 
we recognize that we will share the financial obligation to 
implement a solution to the lagoons. We have a duty to 
our children and our grandchildren to take action now to 
protect Marion's water resources. The Town has known 
of the potential leaking lagoons for more than a decade 
and ignoring the lagoons is no longer tolerable. While 
we support an investment to fix the lagoons, we cannot 
in good conscience support wasteful town spending in 
further study of an already well-documented and obvious 
problem. 

Curiously, in the recent press on this issue, CDM 
has not denied that the lagoons are leaking. Nor did it 
deny the lagoons were leaking on November 15, 2011, 
in its public meeting with the Board of Selectmen about 
the Horsley Witten results. Instead, CDM attempts to 
cloud the real issue by focusing on the complexity of the 
matter. We fail to see the complexity. There are 20 acres 
of raw sewage sitting in giant holes at the wastewater 
treatment facility and the Town already has a study by 
a well-respected environmental engineering firm that 
clearly demonstrates that these unlined lagoons are 
leaking and the water under the lagoons is polluted. CDM 
has a financial interest in doing more studies on behalf 
of the Town. Unfortunately, conducting complex and 
costly investigations in order to provide the Town with 
additional data on this issue will not change the crucial 
fact that the lagoons are leaking and need to be repaired. 

The Board of Selectmen should follow Henry's 
lead and direct CDM to determine the most efficient way 
to line the lagoons. Please join us and contact the Board of 
Selectmen to urge them not to waste time and money on 
more studies - invest instead in the solution and fix the 
lagoons.

Antiviral. Starring Caleb Landry Jones and Sarah Ga- 
don. Directed by Brandon Cronenberg. Running time: 
110 minutes. No MPAA rating. Available on iTunes, on 
demand, and in limited theatrical release. 

Is it strictly fair to judge a young artist's work 
against the work of his or her parent? In some cases the 
notion seems irrelevant. Sofia Coppola, for instance, has 
made her own distinctive mark with films rather unlike 
those by her father Francis. If Brandon Cronenberg had 
been consciously interested in stepping out of the shadow 
of his father David, he might have made a romantic com- 
edy or a western — anything but a sterile, slow-moving 
biological thriller that unavoidably raises comparisons 
to Cronenberg pere's early films like Rahid and Shivers. 
Cronenberg /z7s has written and directed Antiviral, in 
which celebrity-obsessed people pay to be infected with 
viruses that came from their favorite stars. 

There's a seed of satire in this, but only a seed. 
Cronenberg doesn't have much to say about celebrity 
culture or its reductio ad absurdum in the form of fans 
vying to catch a famous strain of herpes (or lining up to 
eat artificial steaks cloned from the muscle cells of stars). 
Most of Antiviral is a poky and mannered affair focusing 
on Syd March (Caleb Landry Jones), an employee of the 
Lucas Clinic who smuggles celeb viruses in his own body. 
He becomes fixated on ailing star Hannah Geist (Sarah 
Gadon), who's dying of a mystery virus. The body-con- 
sciousness of the premise links Antiviral to your choice of 
David Cronenberg films, including Videodrome and even 
Crash, in which some of the characters wanted to re-enact 
famous celebrity car accidents. It was funnier there. 

That's definitely one thing missing: humor, or 
at least wit. David Cronenberg can do deadpan with the 
best of them, but there's an active and playful imagina- 
tion behind the poker face. People may have talked and 
acted like the undead in Crash, but the quiet, subversive 



comedy lay in the contrast between the characters' dry-ice 
demeanor and the outrageous situations they put them- 
selves in, helplessly and obsessively. In Antiviral, every- 
one wanders around as if underwater, inside hermeti- 
cally-sealed compositions that scream "art movie." The 
young David Cronenberg did this sort of thing in his early 
student films, but he had the sense and the mercy to keep 
them an hour or shorter. This damn thing crawls along for 
an hour and fifty minutes, with little to look at for long 
stretches except the unpleasant, stringy-haired, mush- 
mouthed Caleb Landry Jones as he limps around scowl- 
ing and eventually drooling blood. 

Oh, yes, it does get bloody. We see dark gore 
being vomited up a number of times, or coughed up, or 
smeared onto gleaming white walls. After a while we 
come to look forward to the red, because it's a change 
from the movie's relentless black-on- white color scheme. 
Almost everyone in the movie is pale, too, and I suppose 
the only reason the filmmakers didn't go all the way and 
shoot in black and white was that the movie would' ve 
looked even more pretentious than it already does. Every- 
one whispers, and what little music we get is discordant 
noise, and aesthetically the whole thing is like being stuck 
in a dentist's chair for two hours. There's no life here, no 
passion, and we certainly don't care about Syd March's ill- 
defined mission to find out about that mystery virus. An- 
tiviral is what happens when you make a movie around a 
fleetingly interesting idea but forget to find a story in it. 

About an hour into it, Malcolm McDowell turns 
up as a doctor treating Hannah Geist, and we lean to- 
wards him gratefully. He doesn't camp it up — he's as 
quiet as everyone else — but the simple theatrical snap of 
his voice is a blessing. Antiviral is anti-entertainment in a 
way that even David Cronenberg' s most stubbornly inte- 
riorized work never is; it's boring. I hate to say this; David 
Cronenberg himself has long since abandoned this type of 
body-politic chiller, and I'd hoped that his son might have 
the chops to pick up the mantle. But if anyone not related 
to Cronenberg had made Antiviral, I'd have the same com- 
plaints. Perhaps now that Brandon Cronenberg has gotten 
this out of his system, he'll feel free to make his own way, 
his own movies. 
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Is your outdoor project bigger than 
you are? We can he!p.

To that end, Douglas 
Beaton contracted with EA Engineering, Science and 
Technology from Warwick, R.I., to design plans for a new 
fish ladder to be installed in one of the spillways of the 
dam. The plans were to incorporate a 10-foot section of 
aluminum Alaskan Steeppass that would be provided 
by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
(DMF). Alewives Anonymous, Inc., had requested that 
a means to adjust the flow of water be built into the 
design in order to operate the ladder at its optimum 
level. This has been done, and the completed plans and

Commission (RCC) for an RDA hearing March 5. The 
project was accepted and construction could begin with 
an anticipated completion date of April 1, just in time for 
this year's spring migration of the herring. An unforeseen 
problem arose when it was discovered there was bedrock 
not far below the river bottom, and it would not be 
possible to install pilings to support the exit end of the 
ladder. The engineer provided an alternative design using 
a concrete block and the change was approved by the 
RCC, along with a requested extension of the completion 
date to April 15. If working conditions are not favorable 
in that time frame, the installation will be done in late 
summer.
